On Friday evening laft, the Prince of Wales, 
afier dancing at Lady Gideon’s ball, found himfelf 
fo much indifpofed, as to, have occalion to call in 
the afliftance of his phyficians. His Highnefs con- 
tinued unwell all Friday night; and, on Saturday, 
in cowfequence “of a confultation of Sir Richard 
Jebb, Dr Warren, and Dr Halifax, he was bled 
by Mr Leake, his furgeon. 

"Fhe phylicians pronounce/his Highnefs’s malad 
to be'a fever: ‘The fymptoms on Saturday were rd 
violent, as to occafion’ one of the Priace’s medical 
afliants attending ‘all night in his chamber; and 
' yefterday the fever {till continuing, it was deemed 
neceflary to bieed his Highnefs a ey time. 

The Prince was laft night, more compofed than 
he was the two preceding oncs ; but was notwith- 
ftanding very unwell. 

Upwards of two thoufand caids of enquiry were 
left in the courfe of yefterday at Carleton Houfe, in 
confequence of his alarming illoefs. 

The fum now fettled upon the Prince of Wales 
from the civil lift is 60,0001. a-year: ‘This for the 
heir’ apparent is as limited a provifion as poffible ; 
the aflertion will be the more evident, when it is 
recolleéted, that in confequence of a meffage to the 
Houfe from Queen Anne, her confort, the Prince 
of Denmark, had. on the 20th of November 1702, 
the yearly fum of 100,000 |. per annum granted to 
— for his fupport,.in cafe he furvived her ma- 
jelty. 

The repairs of Carlton-Houfe. will not be finith- 
ed this year. ‘There remains yet much to be done, 
and a previous furvey of the whole is to be-taken, 
as no fixed plan was ever laid down. 

His Roya! Highnefs has not yet given orders for 
any new carriages. That in which he went to 
Court was finifhed about the time he refigned his 
ftate, and he goes to.the birth-day in the magnificent 
vis-a-vis built about the fame time, and which was 
never ufed.

Mr 
Barnfarher, of Tirchtield-(treet, and thete prevailed 
on to fubfcribe to a written confeffion ; but Mr 
Barnfather the magiltrate, and others, before whom 
Yauch confeflian was made, omitting to attend, the 
Recorder, mach to the honour of his integrity and 
difecrnmem, refafed to read it—~obferving the dan- 
yer of admirting as evidence the confeflion of chil- 
dren of fuch tender years, when the Court had no 
acquaintance with the means made ufe of to obtain 
ir, and the cruelty of their falliag vistims to their 
own limplicity. The evidence concluding, the Re- 
corder in a charge, to which it is impollible to do 
juttice, without a liceral recital, fummed up the evi- 
dence, explained the law regarding the age of dif- 
erction, Kc. He dwelt with benign hamanity dn 
the circumftance of their inexperience: ** If (faid 
he) the law be cautious in annexing refponfibility to 
the aétions of children of tender years, more efpeci- 
ally thould it be fo in receiving their confeflion.”’ 
The Jury withdrew, and in twenty minutes return- 
ed, with a verdict of Not Guilty. Such applaufe 
immediately enfued, as might perhaps, by the ftriét 
rules of a.court of juftice, be confidered as border- 
ing on indecorem. 

On Wednefday laft, at the Seffions at the Old 
Bailey, John Hammond, and Mary his wife, were 
indigted for fending divers threatening letters to one 
Daniel Danfor, of Harrow, upon the ftarate which 
makes the fending of -any letters withoat a name 
fabfcribed, or with a fictitious one, threatening any 
one with any hurt, either to himfelf or his property, 
felouy without benefit of clergy. ‘The profecutor 
(who, as his own counfel defcribed him, though a 
man of property, was fomewhat of an oddity, and 
therefore lived by himfclf) had been robbed, in the 
courfe of a very little while, upwards of twenty 
times. 
he had been prevailed upon to give the prifoners at 
the bar rooms in his houfe, and Jiberty of gathering 
firewood from fome parts of his premiffes. During 
the time that thefe perfons lived wich him, a variety 
of letters, threatening to deftroy both Danfor and 
Hammond, and to fet fire to the houfe, were found 
in the necefflary adjacent, and were delivered to 
Danfor by Hammond. From fome circumstances, 
it became fufpected by the neighbourhood,: that the 
prifoners at the bar were the perfons who were guil- 
ty of the matter in queltion, and they were accord- 
ingly apprehended. The evidence which appeared 
atthe trial was fo {trong againft the prifoners, that 
Shepherd, who was their counfel on the occa- 
fion, found himfelf ander the neceflity of having re- 
courfe to his ingenuity in the interpretation of the 
¢ laid it down 
as an univerfal practice of the Courts, to interpret 
all penal {tatutes by their exact jetter. He argued, 
that as it was proved in evidence that the prifoner 
(Hammond) delivered the letter to Danfor bimfelf, 
he could not be within the words of the a&t, which 4 
aligned the penalty only to the fending of a lettet, 
He afferted, that this mode of -interpreting the act 
was perfectly agreeable to the fpirit upon which all 
fuch aéts were framed, which was, the affixing a 
high degree of punifhment, not only upon thofe 
atts, the moral turpitude of which ealled for it, but 
alfo upon fuch, the temptation to be guilty of which, 
on accoant of the difficulry of detection, was pro- 
portionadly great. He obferved, that in a fubfe- 
quent att, where a lefs penalty was affixed than in 
the one which was the ground of the — indict- 
ment, it was faid, “ If any perfon fend or deliver 
any letters, threatening to accufe another of any 
crime, io order to extort money, fhall,” &c. 
on thefe grounds he contended, that the cafe before 
their Lordihips was fuch a one as ought not to go 
toa Jury. ‘Thg Court coincided in opinion with 
the ingenious advocate, and the prifoners were ac- 
quitted ; being, however, reminded by Mr Juftice 
Athurit of their good fortane, that the ftatute was 
worded in fach a manner as to juitify’the conftruc- 
tion that their counfel had put upon it, and. to war- 
tant the inference that thence neceflarily refalted. 

Friday, 16 prifoners were tried at the Old Bai- 
ley, two of whom were capitally convicted, viz. 

Chriftopher Coufins,’(a boy) for felonioufly af- 
faulting Charles Earl, (a boy) on thé highway, and 
tobbiag him of a cotton gown. 

James Cunningham, for {tealing on board the Ca- 
lais packet, lying on the rivet Thames, a cafk, cone 
taining about so lb. wt. of Prufhan blue, the pro- 
perty of Thomas Merriton. 

"Three were convicted of felonies. 

On Satarday, 26 prifoners were tried at the Old 
Bailey, four of whom were capitally convicted, viz. 

Samuel Tooms and Willian Ellicott, for burgla- 
tioufly breaking and entering the dwelling-houfe of 
Thémas Hindman, Efq; at Bethnal Green, in the 
night of the 18th inft. and ftealing a large quantity 
of china plates, bowls, and difhes, feyeral dozen of

tle, and divers articles of houfchold furniture. 

Gedrge Hyfon atid George Ellifon, for feloni- 
oufly affarting Richard Barrell on the highway in 
Leadenhall-ffreet, (to which place they had follow- 
ed him from the Strand) putting him in fear, by 
abreat of accufing him of a fcandalous crime, and 
therchy obtaining and taking from him four fhillings 
gn fiver.

** It would appear thac our city aod its inhabi- 
tants are to become the unhappy facrifice of the 
troubles which diftra@ our Republic; not a day 
paffes without forme melancholy event.

T'he occafion was as 
follows :—Some huflars of the regiment of Salm 
furprifed between Bils and Soilt, and condu&ed in- 
to the city, fix or feven foldiers, whom they had 
batbaroafly tied together by the hair of their heads.
